Lower Court proceedings’ agalnst 
Haychand SIngh, Indian constable 
B554, an interpreter stationed nt the 


‘Wanchai Police Station, on a charge 


of having given_a bribe of $220 ‘to 
Lance-Sergeant Gough on September 
1% with a view to influencing © his 
conduct as o public servant, com- 
menced before Mr, W. Schofield at 
the Central Magtstracy yesterday 
afternoon, . 


Mr. E. Hs Williams, Assistant At- 
torney General, assisted Sub- 
Inspector Baker, OMicer-!n-charge of 
Pollee guards, nppeared for the pro- 
secution, and Mr. G. S. Hugh-Jones 
appeared for defendant. 

Opening the case for the prosecu- 
tion, Mr. Willlams sald that Sergennt 
Gough was stationed in the Guards 
OMce whero he had been since May 
18, Sub-Ingpector Baker was: the 
OMcer-in-charge of the Guards, and 
port of -Sergennt Gough's duties 
were to assist Sub-Inspector Baker 
in making, recommendations — of 
transfers of guards. The defendant 
war an interpreter statloned at the 
Wanchal Police Station, : 

On August 25 about 7.25 p.m, Ser- 
geant Gourh was jin his. quarters 
having dinner with Lance-Sergeant 
Farquhar when the bell rang.
